Sextunt For Airplanes 
Observer Enabled To’ Read Position 
* Direct From Instrument 

An aeroplane sextant whlilch, 
cording to its inventor, will make pos- 
sible the findings of position from an 
aéroplane without lengthy ‘mathemat- 
ical computations, has been perfected 
by H. B.. Kastor, assistant professor 
of astronomy at the University of 
California, it is announced by college 
authorities at Berkeley. 

The instrument-is similar to a ship 
sextant, but it.is so designed that af- 
ter the. necessary observationg are 


be read directly from the instrument 
without’ further’ work. The advantage 
of this, it is explained, is. to enable 
positions tobe figured under landi- 
caps such as exist in cockpits of aer 
planes or any smail ships not equip- 
ped with chart rooms.

ECONOMY IN COAL MINING 


(From The Christian Science 
' Monitor) 

PITTSBURGH, Pa.—The American 
coal problem boils down to a matter 
of: conservation. The fation’s soft 
Goal mines, the richest in the world, 
are now being wastefully exploited.

industry. The strike now under way 
is an illustration. The miners’ union 
asks a daily wage of $7.50. German 
miners work nine hours daily for 
$1.35. But the American miner, aver- 
ages, according to official figures, 
only two days’ work out .of each 
three possible working. days. 

In 1924 the average wage for all 
American soft coal miners was only 
$1125. In many cases wages were 
close to, or below, the subsistence: 
level, due to irregularity. In’ turn, 
irregularity was due to glutted mar- 
kets caused by overproduction: And 
this brings the vicious sequence back 
full circle to the start—lack of con- 
servation. ;

Pai iakiccn quality of Canada’s 
export wheat has dropped consider- 
ably in the last 15 years because cer- 
tain sections of the west are show- 
mg definite signs of wearing out, the 
Alberta Wheat Pool convention was 
told by Chief Inspector J. D. Fraser 
ef the Board of Grain Commissioners 
of Canada, Winnipég. 

“With so many grades developed,” 
Mr. Fraser stated in answer to a 
question from one of the delegates, 
“certain sections of the West are 
showing definite signs of wearing 
out.” 

The question, fired at the chief in- 
spector at the conclusion of his ad- 
“Some. Aspects of Grain 
Grading,” was as te whether there 
should be tightening up of grades. 

Mr. Fraser was definite in his reply 


that in grades one, two and three, the 


quality of wheat delivered was not 
nearly as good as it was in 1913. The 
different kinds of wheat. were becom- 
ing polluted, he declared. — 

Scores of other questions were “pain: 
ed upon the speaker and In reply to 
ene of these he stated that grain in- 
spectors have instructions to give the 
farmer the benefit of any doubt that 
may arise in grading samples. He ad- 
vised the delegates to send their 
wheat in for inspection securely pack- 
ed in canisters. Not so much .atten- 


“tion, he ‘sald, was paid ‘to samples in 


envelopes. A guaranteed grade could 
be obtained by following this advice 
end by enclesing a dollar’ bill to cover 
the cost. 4 

Referring to tough wheat; Mr. ‘Fra- 
ser sald that a limit of 14.4 moisture 
content had been set’ by Dr. Birchard, 
Dominion chemist. Theré was danger 
when the moisture ran above this 
murk. , 

Asked if he would advise threshing 
of wheat at this stage, the inspector 
said if there were adequate facilities 
for immediate drying, threshing could 
be undertaken in safety; otherwise it 
would be better to let the grain stand 
in stooks until the spring. The dele-
